"Still" Moore Fires Three Times at 


Jefferson Fletcher And Then 


Hits Him Over Head 


LATTER NOT SERIOUSLY HURT 


Shooting Near Homer Last Night 


Results in Moore Being Con- 


fined in Jail Here. 


Jefferson Fletcher, 00 years old, 


a well known 
resident 
of \Yalker 


•township, was shot three times and 
then hit over the head with a .22 
calibre revolver 
in" the 
hands of 


"Still" Moore, who is employed to 
farm the land owned by Fletcher's 
half-sisters, the Misses Anna and 
Liz/.ie Fletcher. 
The shooting and 


fight 
oceured 
yesterday 
evening 


shortly after 
six 
o'clock 
at the 


Fletcher home, northeast of Homer. 
Fletcher is not badly hurt. 


The shooting is said to have been 


the result of a number of quarrels 
between the men. Moore was ar- 
rested there last night by 
Sheriff 


Cavitt and brought to jail. lie is 
charged in an affidavit with shoot- 
ing with intent to kill and murder. 
The affidavit was filed in the circuit 
court by Prosecutor Stevens. Moore 
was released on $1,000 bud. 


Moore told the sheriff that he had 


quarrels with Fletcher at 
various 


times this summer and that Fletcher 
became so over-bearing 
that he 


could stand him no longer. 
Moore 


states that Fletcher came towards 
him and made an attempt to get a 
knife out of his pocket when Moore 
began shooting. He will probably 
plead self-defense when 
the case 


conies to trial. 
The shooting oc- 


curred in the 
front yard 
of the 


Fletcher sister's home. 


One of the remarkable things of 


the case is that Fletcher is not ser- 
iously 
injured. 
When _the sheriff 


left there last Fletcher was sitting 
on the front porch with a bandage 
around his head. 


Moore 
began 
shooting 
when 


Fletcher was within ten feet of him. 
Three shots took effect. 
Bullets en- 


tered both legs above the knees and 
his left breast. 
The three shots, ac- 


cording to the story told here did 
not stop Fletcher, and he attempted 
to grab Moore. In the mix-up Moore 
hit Fletcher over the head with the 
revolver and the force of the blow 
caused a cartridge to explode. Mr. 
Fletcher was badly burned about the 
head from the powder and appar- 
ently suffered more last night from 
the powder burns than he did from 
the bullet wounds. 


Immediately following the shoot- 


ins- Moore left the place and went 
to the home of Marion Fletcher, a 
half-brother of Jeff Fletcher. 
The 


Marion Fletcher farm is southeast 
of Homer about two miles from the 
Fletcher place where the shooting 
occurred. 
He was found there by 


Sheriff Cavitt and made no attempt 
to escape. 


Moore alleges that he has been 


bullied and bossed around by Fletch- 
er all summer and matters cnme to 
a point where he could stand them no 
longer and claims he warned Fletch- 
er to stay away from him. Unless 
rr.mplications arise. Fletcher will re- 
cover. 
No bones were broken and 


all of the wounds are clean. Moore 
is 35 years old. a native of Ken- 
tucky and married.

ing of Acting Coroner McClure. The 
coroner's verdict was based on the 
preponderance of -evidence taken by 
liim rathtr than on the report of the 
hemist.

this verdict Owen county 


opinion was practically unaniamons, 
that Drescher. an undertaker, had 
conducted a wholesale poison plot 
for many years while acting as sor- 
oner.
